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THE AMERICAN INDIAN 


There are no higher anthro­ 
poids in the w hole of the New 
W orld; so Man could not have 
possibly originated here in t h e 
Americas. We m ust look for his 
origin 
elsew here 
in 
the 
Old 
W orld, probably in C entral Asia. 
B ut if this is true, then f r o m 
w here did the A m erican Indian 
come? Present evidence indicates 
th a t he came across from Siberia 
to A laska by w ay of the B ering 
S trait, which is only 56 m i l e s 
w ide, broken by an island, and is 
annually bridged by ice. It is a 
natural route for a non-seafaring 
prim itive people. The first of a 
1 long series of m igrations across 
probably occurred not m ore than 
30 thousand years ago, and con­ 
tinued up until quite recent times, 
w ith the Esquim aux the last to 
m ake the trip. 
These 
groups, 
m any already diversified as to 
tongue and customs before they 
ever stepped onto A m erican soil, 
all belong to th at great stock of 
people, the Mongoloids. B ut as 
they slowly spread south 
and 
eastw ard, their differences grew 
u n til finally new races had de­ 
veloped. Eventually they inhab­ 
ited the w hole of both A m er­ 
icas, even down to the very tip of 
South America, Tierra del Fuego, 
w here some of the most prim itive 
tribes known still persist. 
Civilization depends upon stab­ 
ility. No people can develop cul­ 
turally if it has to be constantly 
on the move in search of food. 
U ntil agriculture was invented, 
th e Indian tribes w ere nomadic. 
Once a perm anent reliable source 
of food could be grown, leisure 
tim e developed and w ith it all the 
o th er sciences. However, agricul­ 
tu re w as not discovered m u c h 
earlier than 2000 years ago. W hat 
did the Indians do previous to 
that? W hen any living creature 
invades a strange country w i t h 
w hich he is not fam iliar, his first 
task is to accustom him self to 
th e new set of conditions and to 
try to secure an existence from 
its natural resources. 
Such ac- 
clim itization and adaptation 
on 
the part of these 
M ongoloids 
probably consum ed several thou­ 
sand years. B ut once he had be­ 
com e thoroughly adjusted, and 
once agriculture had come into 
being, then those m agnificent civ­ 
ilizations of the Aztecs in M ex­ 
ico, the M ayans in Yucatan, and 
th e Incans in P eru w ere all m ade 
feasible. 
Corn From Bolivia 


For a long tim e the origin of 
m aize or Indian corn was thought 
to be C entral Mexico, since it w as 
there that grew teocentl, a wild 
variety of corn which w as con­ 
sidered ancestral to tru e maize. 
H owever, recent work from a 
careful genetic as well as a n ­ 
thropologic approach now clearly 
shows that teocentl is in reality 
a hybrid of tw o other varieties 
and th at the original stock m ust 
be sought elsewhere. It is now 
assum ed that m aize had its origin 
in the Andean area east of Peru, 
eith er 
in Bolivia or Paraguay, 
from w hence it w as spread under 
cultivation 
t h r o u g h 
C entral 
A m erica to Mexico and finally 
to the Pueblo Indians 
of 
the 
A m erican Southwest. 
The inventiveness of the A m er­ 
ican Indian cannot be underesti­ 
m ated. A list of some of th e plants 
w hich 
he placed under 
cultiva­ 
tion will 
disclose this. 
Besides 
m aize 
(w ith 
all the 
grinding 
m etates, husking-pins, and dish­ 
es th at go w ith corn), he grew 
both the sw eet and bitter manioc 
(from the roots of w hich tapioca 
is now derived), and even elab­ 
orated a complicated process by 
w hich the poisonous prussic acid 
could be rem oved from th e bitter 
variety so as to m ake it edible. 
M anioc has since been introduc­ 
ed into Africa, w here it is one 
of the staple foods of the Negro. 
H e was also th e first to reclaim 
from the wild state th e potato 
(both the sw eet potato and so- 
called “Irish” potato), as w ell as 
beans of m any varieties, peanuts, 
artichokes, sunflowers, tom atoes, 
pineapples, squashes, and choco­ 
late. Tobacco w as also an Indian 
invention, being sm oked in the 
form of cigarettes, cigars, and in 
pipes, and even chewed, snuffed, 
or eaten. A nother favorite stim u­ 
lan t was coca (from w hich the 
dru g cocaine is now 
derived) 
w hich 
was 
sw allowed 
m ixed 
w ith pepper leaves and lime. C ot­ 
ton w as grown and utilized for 
m aking cloth but this is an inde­ 
pendent invention, for the cotton 
of the Old W orld had its origin 
in a wild species found in India. 
F o r seasoning, the Indian used 
cayenne pepper and green pep­ 
pers. 
Invented Rubber 


B efore the advent of Colum bus, 
th e Old W orld was ignorant of 
rubber. It was originally discov­ 
ered in South A m erica and jise d . 
there for balls, enem a syringes, 
w aterproof fabrics, and for elas-

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AMERICA TURNS SCREWS 
You don’t have to be an authority on interna­ 
tional power politics to figure out why the Vichy 
government invited Japan to occupy and protect 
French Indo-China. The Machiavellian hand of Hit­ 
ler can be clearly seen in this potentially explosive 
move The Vichy government is completely a pawn 
of the Nazis. And Hitler, who is now fighting the 
two-front war which he always said he would 
avoid, may profit materially from trouble m the I a- 
cific. So long as the Japanese saber rattlers re­ 
main in power and pursue their imperial policy, it 
will be necessary to keep much of the American 
Navy in the Pacific, and it will also be necessary 
to divert much of our Army and military supplies 
to our Pacific possessions. It is altogether likely 
that what Hitler would like to see is a full-dress 
war betwen Japan and the Lnited States, in oidei 
to keep us from giving maximum aid to Britain. 
This government’s reaction to Japan s move 
into Indo-China was precisely what was expected. 
We have long been criticized for permitting oil ex­ 
ports to the Nipponese—and it is an ironical fact 
that while we have been giving our moral suppoit 
and some material support to China, we have also 
been supplying Japan with most of the gasoline 
that has made the war against China possible. 
President Roosevelt, cpieried at a press confeience, 
said frankly that the government had permitted 
oil exports in the belief that if we shut off these 
vital supplies, Japan would at once attempt to 
seize Indo-China and other rich areas, and so cause 
a Pacific war of the first magnitude. In other 
words, the government was trying to localize con­ 
flict. That policy has now proven a failure. A start 
toward an embargo on all commerce with Japan 
has been made, and Britain and her possesions 
have followed suit. 
From now on, a Treasury license will be need­ 
ed to take any Japanese assets out of this coun­ 
try or to send anything of any kind to Japan. As 
an AP dispatch said, ‘’The asset ‘freezing’ order 
put the Treasury in a position to turn the economic 
screws on Japan. Just how hard they will be ap­ 
plied may depend on future events in the Far East.” 
It is difficult to exaggerate the importance of 
the economic whip we hold over Hirohito s empiie. 
Japan buys the bulk of many vital supplies from 
us. On top of that, we have long been Japan’s best 
customer. Most experts believe that if Japan loses 
the American market, she will be in a desperate 
economic position. So far as we are concerned, 
our sales to Japan are but a drop in the bucket 
compared with our total trade. We buy nothing 
from Japan we cannot do without. Mrs. America 
may have to forego silk stockings in the future, 
and use substitutes such as nylon, but that can 
hardly be considered a great hardship. 
From the purely military point of view, Japan 
has quite a job on her hands. The war in China 
seems as far from conclusion as ever, and involves 
a tremendous drain on Japanese resources—men 
as well as materials. Britain is no weakling in the 
Far East, and the Churchill government is taking 
as tough a line with Japan now as we are. In the 
event of actual hostilities, full naval collaboration 
between England and the United States will un­ 
doubtedly be immediately effected. Some think 
that this country should base ships at the great 
Singapore base now. There is little doubt that Brit­ 
ain would give enthusiastic permission if the right 
to do this were requested. 
There is also talk to the effect that Hitler may 
persuade Japan to attack Asiatic Russia. That too 
would be a tough assignment. Russia is powerful 
in the East, and the Japanese army isn’t regarded 
too highly by the military experts. However, those 
who know the Japanese character think it very 
possible that the Nipponese war lords may have 
finally decided to shoot the works, even if that 
eventually involved national suicide, and the reduc­ 
tion of Japan to the status of a third-class power. 


HEADING FOR BREAD AND WATER RATIONS 
President George S. Benson of Harding Col­ 
lege, Searcy, Arkansas, recently appeared before 
a House Committee and presented a detailed re­ 
port on how the Federal budget can be cut at least 
$2,000,000,000—and none of the cuts advocated 
would in any way affect the defense drive. They 
would all be made in non-esential undertakings. 
Some time ago, the Secretary of the Treasury, 
also testifying before a Congressional Committee, 
said that non-defense expenditures could be re­ 
duced $1,000,000,000 or more. 
Yet Congress, so far, has shown absolutely no 
disposition to make any reductions in spending. It 
is simply piling the gigantic defense expense on 
top of our already distorted budget. Unless an 
awakened public forces a change in that attitude, 
there will be but one end—national bankruptcy, 
national disaster, and national collapse.

Cowhands from nearly every 
state in the Union, as well as from 
Canada and Mexico, will enter 
into competition when the wild 
horses, bulls and steers leave the 
shoots with their riders. 
Trick acts, fancy roping, wild 
cow milking contests, along w ith 
many other rodeo features will 
offer lure enough to attract thou­ 
sands of people to the national 
event.

In a letter to The Desert Sun

The checker 
board is made of cement of about 
two-foot squares, and the players 
push their checkers around with 
a stick. Shuffleboard has gained 
popularity, and I enclose a clip­ 
ping from the Long Beach Press- 
Telegram of July 27. These activi­ 
ties should be located in the cen­ 
ter of the village so that people 
driving through would become 
acquainted with the recreational 
facilities offered and where the 
people of mature years could use 
the playground without interfer­ 
ence from youth. 
"I just pass it along to you for 
what it is worth.” 
New Game Popular 
Following is the clipping from 
the July 27 issue of the Long 
Beach Press-Telegram, referred to 
in Munholland’s letter, which 
shows what the city of Long 
Beach is doing for the entertain­ 
ment of its "oldsters”: 
A Southland haven for ambit­ 
ious sportsmen the entire year 
’round, Long Beach has added a 
new activity, shuffleboard, to the 
vast list of popular all-season 
pastimes. Since the establishment 
of the first shuffleboard courts, 
through the efforts of the Long 
Beach Recreation Commission, at 
Lincoln Park in the summer of 
1939, the game has been receiv­ 
ed enthusiastically among local 
citizens and tourists. 
For many years familiar only 
to persons who participated in 
shipboard games, shuffleboard 
was confined to those premises 
and ruled as the most popular of 
deck sports. The possibility of its 
affording amusement and recrea­ 
tion to “land-lubbers” was real­ 
ized by resort centers on the East­ 
ern Coast where it was earliest 
founded. 
Shuffleboard is by no means a 
new game. Its existence dates 
back to the fifteenth century in 
England where it was exceed­ 
ingly popular particulaly among 
the aristocracy and was played 
under the names of shove-groat, 
slide groat, and shovel-penny. 
Shuffleboard Introduced 
In 1924 shuffleboard was in­ 
troduced for the first time in the 
United States at St. Petersburg, 
Florida which is now the world’s 
largest shuffleboard center with 
a combined club membership of 


9000 eager participants and a to­ 
tal of 157 courts accessible to 
tourists as well as club members 
and local players. 
Because it is an outdoor game, 
shuffleboard’s popularity depends 
upon warm climate and health- 
giving sunshine. The sport also 
has delightful social possibilities 
which visitors enjoy to the ut­ 
most. 
Nowhere in Southern Califor­ 
nia can a more desirable loca­ 
tion be found than in the various 
parks and playgrounds through­ 
out Long Beach where tourists 
and guests clamor by the thou­ 
sands each year to enjoy the 
beaches and numerous recrea­ 
tional facilities provided by the 
city. 
For the past 30 years, horse­ 
shoe pitching and roque have oc­ 
cupied the major attractions at 
park sports centers. Long Beach 
has acquired the reputation of be­ 
ing the horseshoe pitching center 
of Southern California, but in re­ 
cent years this title has slowly 
declined due to the lack of inter­ 
est. Accordingly, the recreation 
commission of Long Beach recog­ 
nized the need for a new type of 
enjoyment, perhaps one in which 
women could participate and 
which would be similar to horse­ 
shoe pitching in that it would 
not require extreme physical ex­ 
ertion or strength, but rather a 
good eye for distance and mus­ 
cular co-ordination. This was the 
beginning of inauguration of 
shuffleboard in Long Beach. 
* Collaborating on the matter 
were the Long Beach Park and 
recreation commissions. A survey 
was made concerning the where­ 
abouts of the first installation of 
shuffleboard courts. It was de­ 
cided that in order not to incon­ 
venience citizens sporadis loca­ 
tions would be more desirable; 
in this way the courts would be 
able to serve more people. 
More Courts 
So rapidly did the interest in­ 
crease after the construction of 
the courts at Lincoln Park that 
complaints arose from the play­ 
ers that more play area was need­ 
ed. Less than a year ago four 
courts were installed at Bixby 
Park, but still the demand for 
more existed, proving that the 
game was not just a fad but that 
the interest was sincere. 
The 
city's response to the numerous 
requests was the building of four 
courts at Houghton Park and two 
at the Bay Shore play area. Let­ 
ters began pouring in to the sec­ 
retaries of the Lincoln and Bixby 
Park Associations from out of 
state tourists inquiring as to the 
number of courts available in the 
city. 
To date there are 17 shuffle­ 
board courts distributed through­ 
out the city, including the four 
under construction at the Muni­ 
cipal Auditorium annex. Some­

sion doesn't cease spending mil­ 
lions on unimportant 
highway 
changes, w e may expect the pub­ 
lic to demand either a reduction 
of the gasoline lax or diverting 
of gas tax funds to the state, 
county and city treasuries in order 
to relieve the tax pressure. 
A trip inio any part of the 
slate will disclose unnecessary 
highway work going on in or­ 
der to spend the huge state high­ 
way fund. An example is the 
work now under way on high­ 
way 60-70-99 through the Kel­ 
logg ranch between Pomona and 
El Monte. A few years ago a 
wide, safe, four-lane highway was 
completed there. Just to straight­ 
en out a wide and perfectly safe 
curve, hillsides are 
being 
cut 
away and new pavement w ill be 
put in. It would be interesting 
to know how much this work is 
costing and how many airplanes 
and tanks could be built for that 
amount of money. It seems the 
state is looking for places to spend 
the millions of dollars that pour 
into the highway 
fund 
every 
month.

The newspaper

year-old Dair Long, designer of 
the mosquito fleet that may win 
the war in the Atlantic and the 
Pacific, for young Mr. Long is 
the son of our beloved John B.

tic rings. The poisons of the In­ 
dian are num erous and include 
the 
fam ed 
curare 
(containing 
much strychnine) w hich w as used 
on blow-gun darts. The list of 
m edicines he discovered is very 
long, w ith quinine and 
epicac 
am ong the m ost w idely used at 
present. 
W ith the Indian th e dom estica­ 
tion of larger anim als for burden- 
carrying, meat, or for m ilk, was 
necessarily lim ited by the lack 
of suitable wild animals. Before 
the coming of the W hites there 
w ere no reindeer, horses, cattle, 
sheep, or goats in A m erica. The 
few native anim als w hich h e did 
dom esticate how ever are th e tu r­ 
key (for its feathers only; never 
for food), the llama and alpaca 
(South A m erican camels used for 
burdens and for hair), the guinea 
pig (used m ainly for fur), the 
honey bee, the cochineal insect 
(for the rich dye which it exudes), 
and the muscovy duck. The ubi­ 
quitous dog was probably brought 
w ith him from the Old W orld. 
In m etal w ork the Indian was 
m ost 
skillful 
in 
copper 
and 
bronze, bu t knew naught of iron 
or its smelting. H e discovered and 
utilized platinum . In the south 
stone-carving was in greatest evi­ 
dence; in the northw est, wood- 
carving. In the plains area, leath ­ 
er-w ork 
dom inated 
all 
else; 
am ong the Pueblo tribes it was 
pottery and w ith the coast In­ 
dians, basketry. Rug w eaving was 
a recent innovation am ong the 
N avaho especially after th e Span­ 
ish had introduced sheep. 
In 
surgery the Indians specialized in 
trephining or trepanning, w hich 
involves the delicate rem oval of 
a piece of bone from an injured 
skull and replacing it w ith a 
sim ilar piece of m etal in order to 
relieve excessive pressure upon 
the brain. 


Hammock Used as Bed 


The hammock is essentially of 
South 
A m erican origin, w here 
it is w idely used as a bed. In 
musical endeavors, several distinc­ 
tive types of flutes and signaling 
gongs w ere devised aboriginally. 
The 
pueblo palisade and liana 
suspension-bridge types of archi­ 
tecture w ere all contributed to 
th at field. O ther inventions are 
the quipu or counting device of 
the Incans, the concept of zero 
w hich even such a high civiliza­ 
tion as the Romans com pletely 
lacked, an elaborate and com pli­ 
cated calendar system, a type of 
phonetic o r rebus w riting of the 
Mayans, and am azingly accurate 
astronom ical observations of all 
sorts.

To fully realize 
this ju st think of them every time 
you sit down to a tab le loaded 
w ith potatoes, corn, and beans, 
every tim e you light up a cigar­ 
ette or cigar to smoke, and every 
tim e you drive down th e street 
in your rubber-tired automobile.

peoples who m ade all that and 
m ore possible for you, and who 
had to find it all out for them ­ 
selves the hard way.

On several occasions during the 
past few years this new spaper 
has published detiled reports re ­ 
garding one of the largest depos­ 
its of iron ore in America, known 
as the Iron C hief m ining prop­ 
erties north of D esert C enter. The 
property is owned by the South­ 
ern Pacific Railway. 
Congressman H arry R. Shep­ 
pard of Yucaipa arrived at March 
Field by air this week prelim in­ 
ary to investigating the national 
defense industrial possibilities of 
the Iron C hief m ining properties 
north of D esert Center. 
This district’s representative at 
W ashintgon, D. C., a m em ber of 
the house m ilitary affairs com­ 
m ittee, w as piloted in a navy 
plane by Lt.-Com dr. A. W. Sm ith 
from the naval aviation station 
at Alameda.

w hether the Iron C hief ore is free 
from sulphur, and thus practical 
for use in defense industries. 
Should th e Iron Chief ore be 
suitable, th e extension of th e steel 
industry to the far west m ay be­ 
come a reality. The Iron Chief

are 
advantageously 
situated 
to 
pow er 
lines 
from 
Boulder dam , it is noted, a n d 
electric furnaces could be used to 
m ake the steel. 
Some years ago a survey was 
m ade for a railw ay line from the 
U tah coal fields to this iron de­ 
posit, and it was reported th at 
it would be feasible to transport 
coal to th e spot and locate the 
blast furnaces there. 
"I am strongly opposed to the 
concentration of industry in too 
few spots and in too few corpora­ 
tions," Sheppard said.
